Til health forced him to resign 
from his position as chief of the 
food and agriculture group for mil- 
itary government headquarters in 
Germany, a post he filled during 
his second tour of duty. In this 
capacity he advised General Clay 
and other top officials on procure- 
ment and distribution of food in the 
United States and British occupa- 
tion areas. 

Dr. Canning first went to Ger- 
many in September, 1945, as assist- 
ant chief of the food and agricul- 
ture branch. His principal respons- 
ibility was centered on quadripartite 
negotiations in Germany and he al- 
so worked closely with neighboring 
European countries in procurement 
cf food for the combined United 
States and British areas of Ger- 
many, and resumption of food trade. 

He returned to Menlo Park in 
1947, but returned to Germany in 
February, 1948, for a second tour of 
Guty at the special request of Gen- 


eral Clay, U. S. military governor | 


for Germany. He was promoted to 
chief of the branch in August, 1948. 

Dr. Canning, whose career em- 
braces 22 years of teaching and six 
years of government service, dis- 
cussed the Berlin air lift and the 
general outlook in Germany. 

Success of the air lift has been 
clearly demonstrated, he said. 

“When it was first begun, nobody 
figured it would last long,” he de- 
clared. 

“Now it has grown into a routine 
affair, just as any air operation. 
The air supply system into the Rus- 
sian-blockaded area is adequate and 
there now is a 45-day supply of 
food on hand in Berlin. The mor- 
ale of the air force operating the lift 
is excellent.” 

Asked whether the success of the 
famed air lift might be a means of 
ending the Soviet blockade of west- 
ern Berlin, Dr. Canning said: 

“Our ability to supply the western 
sector puts us in a much better bar- 
gaining position toward ending the 
blockade.” 

He declared that the United 
States “ability to supply Berlin by 
air and our willingness to do so” 
had a definite influence on the re- 
cent elections which developed into 
a slap at the Soviets. 

“So far as the Germans are con- 
cerned, the United States and the 
other western powers are making 
headway in the so-called cold war,” 
Dr. Canning said. 

“The situation is stronger than it 
was a year ago. 

“There is no critical food short- 
age in the western zone and we have 
gotten past the bare subsistence 
stage.” 

Dr. Canning described his duties

All construction records in 
Menlo Park were broken in 
1948 and the way was shown 
by building of new single fam- 
ily dwellings in keeping with 
the residential community atmos- 
phere of the city. Valuation of 
building permits issued last year to- 
taled $3,910,905, of which $2,554,- 
000 was in single family homes, it 
was shown by reports of Building 
Inspector J. D. Steiger. 

Value of new construction of all 
types under permits taken out dur- 
ing the year ranged to a high of 
$430,550 in May from a low of $118,- 
500 in Novemebr. 

Permits issued for single family 
homes reached their peak in June 
with a valuation of $337,100. The 
low was $88,000 in November. 

During the year, permits were is- 
sued for 301 residential units of all 
types, including single family, du- 
plexes and multiple-unit structures. 

The year marked also Menlo 
Park’s venture into operating its 
own building inspection and per- 
mit division. Up to July 1, inspec- 
tion was conducted by the county 
government on a fee basis. A 
study of permit fees showed a city 
building inspection department 
would be more than self-support- 
ing, and it was created with the 
beginning of the new fiscal year, 
in charge of Steiger, who formerly 
handled Menlo Park building in- 
spection for the county under the 
old system. 

The city’s ai? ae department 
is operated on a fiscal year basis so 
far as finances are concerned. 

In his annual report, Steiger list- 
ed totai fees of $6010.25 from July 
1 to Dec. 31, the last half of the 
current fiscal year. The sum in- 
cluded $3798 in building permit fees, 
$1285.85 in plumbing fees and $926.- 
40 in electrical fees.

A sharp reduction ir: Menlo 
Park traffic accidents, a year 
free of highway death, a step- 
up in traffic enforcement and 


12 months without major 
crime are shown in the annual re- 
port of Police Chief George Potter, 
completed this week. 

Potter, who took over as chief 
Jan. 1, 1948, will submit his report 
to the city council at its regular 
meeting Tuesday, Jan. 11. 

Major strides were made last year 
in traffic safety. 

The year 1948 passed without a 
motor vehicle death in incorporated 
Menlo Park, contrasted with four in 
1947. 

Injury accidents last year weré 
19, against 22 in 1947, while non- 
injury accidents were 72 against 
122 in the precedong year. 

Traffic arrests increased to 3257 
in 1948 from 3065 in 1947. Speeders 

made up the bulk of those receiving 
citations, totaling 1160 last year. 
Other more common offenses were 
signal violations, 28 citations; pass- 
ing over white barrier, 410; over- 
time parking, 340; arterial stops, 134 
and overnight parking, 680. 

There was one conviction and ar- 
rest for reckless driving in 1948. 
Thirty-one arrests were inade ~for 
drunken driving, against 23 in 1947. 

So far as crime was concerned, 
1948 was a quiet year for Menlo 
Park. There were 26 reported cases 
of house prowling, against 42 in 
1947. Burglaries dropped to four 
last year from 13 in 1947. Juvenile 
cases totaled 45, against 50 the 
preceding year. 

Three bad check cases were re- 
ported last year, Compared With 147 
the year before. Potter pointed out 
the figures do not represent all 
cases, since numerous go unreport- 
ed. 

Four officers were appointed dur- 
ing the year, giving the department 
a total of eight as of Dec. 31. 

Potter said that of 16 applicants 
for solicitors’ permits, three were 
found to have criminal records for, 
sex offenses.

State low-interest financing of 
homes and farms for California vet- 
erans will be the major topic of a 
Veterans Service Conference to be 
held in Sacramento on Friday, Jan- 
uary 14, at which San Mateo Coun- 
ty will be represented by Floyd D. 
Granger, Veterans Service Officer. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the state department of veterans 
affairs, and will convene at 10 a.m.

Several officials of the de- 
partment’s division of farm and 
home purchases will present a panel 
discussion designed to give Granger 
and other veteran counselors pres- 
ent a well-rounded understanding 
of how best to help veterans obtain 
the low-cost State loans.

told to use a drop of eau de col- 
ogne in the water while setting the 
wave to cover the scent of a lemon 
or vinegar rinse.
